Bur 
thert, If we conſider him farther as the Man, whom 
God himſelf hath- in a very wounderful manner de- 
ohted to Honor; and that not only in common 
with other Sovereign Princes, by making him one of 
his Depuries- or Vicegerents here on Earth; bur like- 
wiſe by many miraculous Interpoſitions of 'Provis 
dence, for his ſafety and deliverance, -by reſcuing him
